The House Monetary Group ~ in 
its conclusion urges: “Congress 
expressly to authorize and direct 
the Treasury to so limit with- 


 drawals of silver from its stocks 


as best to preserve its supply 
pending Congressional action on 
coin alloys.” Reworded, the Com- 
mittee urges the Treasury to curb 
silver certificate redemptions un- 
til Congress can pass legislation 
to control the disposal of U. S. 
Treasury held silver — the world’s 
largest source of supply for sil- 


ver bullion. 


The findings of the House 
Monetary Affairs Subcommittee 


are in essence directed to the 


House Banking and Currency 
Committee; it is the latter which 
could initiate drastic legislation 
to solve the silver and coin crisis. 
The Subcommittee is part of the 
Government Operations Commit- 
tee and recommends, not initiates 
legislation. In this particular in- 
Stance, at stake is the investiga- 
tion of the U. S. Treasury’s op- 
erations, and whether this Fed- 
eral Agency has acquitted itself 
of its task properly and eco- 
nomically. 

The Subcommittee has also 
urged the Treasury to make iis 
long-awaited silver-coin study 
available. as soon as_ possible. 
There is growing suspicion Con- 
gress is becoming impatient with 
the Treasury Department for 
stalling the release of its silver- 
coin study initially slated for pub- 
lication on February 1. 

The release of this “study” now 


appears scheduled for April or 


conceivably beginning of May; the 


study was initiated in the Sum- 
mer of 1964. : 
According to the Subcommit- 
tee, the roliowing elements should 
be primari:y considered by the 
U. S. Treasury: (1) “The effects 
coin content changes will have on 
the efficiency and economy of 
colneprodiging, piresions © includ- 
ee

ury’s silver stock. 

(3) “The manifold interests, 
public and private, which can be 
expected to be aftected by chang- 
es in the silver content of coins.” 

In all, the Subcommittee reach- 
ed some 23 important point-by- 
point conclusions listed in the 
hearings report of which excerpts 
are reprinted here: 1. Coin pro- 
duction under the Treasury’s 
crash program is on schedule: 4.3 
billion coins were produced in 
fiscal year 1964. Production in 
fiscal year 1965 will almost double 
that figure. The rate of yearly 
production is planned to be ex- 
ceeding nine billion pieces by June 
30, 1965. 

2. Mint coin operations are on 
an around-the-clock basis, 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week. While 
this is not an economical way to 
operate, it produces coins in great 
quantities. If necessary, produc- 








tion can be more than doubled if 
sufficient funds are made avail- 
able, so that close to 20 billion 
coins per year (about 42 percent 
of the estimated number of coins 
now in existence) could be pro- 
duced. | 

3. The former drastic shortage 
in pennies has been alleviated, 
and perhaps met. There has been 
marked improvements in nickel 


‘production, and some in dimes | 


Kennedy halves are an exception, 
not so much because inadequate 
quantities have been produced, 
but because millions of people 
treat them as mementos and thus 
keep them out of circulation. 


5. Contemporaneously with the 
Mint’s increasing production to 
reduce the coin shortage, other 
efforts, mainly by the banking in- 
dustry, and notably by the Amer- 
ican Bankers Association, were 
directed toward bringing existing 
coins back into circulation, parti- 
cularly from “piggy banks.” 


6. Some large public utilities 
and the vending machine operat- 
ing industry annually receive coin 
in the conduct of their businesses 
in amount which at times have 
exceeded the number produced by 
the Mint, but no concerted effort 
has been made by the Treasury 
Department or the Federal Re- 
serve Board to encourage them to 
so deposit their coin that delivery 
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is made to Federal Reserve banks 


for redistribution to commercial 
banks on a fair and equitable 
basis. 

7. The normal business and 
population growth factors which 
the Mint largely relied on in plan- 
ning its multimillion dollar coin 
production operations have proven 
to be inadequate standards for 
measuring coin needs.

9. Much coin circulates outside 
the banking system among mer- 
chants and businessmen. Neither 
the Treasury Department nor the 
Federal Reserve Board can meas- 
ure or estimate the amount of 
coin in such circulation, nor have 
they made any studies or surveys 
designed to supply that informa- 
tion. The same applies with re- 
gard to the coin hoidings of com- 
mercial banks. Nor have they 
made attempts to measure the 
amount of coin held out of cir- 
culation by coin dealers, specula- 
tors, and hoarders, or melted down 
or exported. In the absence of 
creditable data of such holdings. 
flowback is not a reliable gauge 
on the coin shortage, and there is 
no way of forecasting when the. 
Mint’s production need lessen to 
avert costly overproduction. 

10. Even scientifically conduct- 
ed surveys could only estimate 
the extent of such holdings, ex- 
cept that the Federal Reserve 
Board could require member 
banks to report their actual coin 
inventories. 

11. The Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem believes that under current 
conditions any estimates of future 
coin needs are guesses. At the 
same time it urges continuance 
of the Mint’s accelerated coin pro- 
duction program. 

12. The Federal Reserve Board’s 
principal contribution to alleviat- 
ing the coin shortage has been 
the performance of its obligation 
of distributing coin from the Mint 
to member banks. Other contribu- 
tions have generally been on an

Communist control in force since. 
The Communist theme is, how- 
ever, little or not present on 
Czechoslovakia’s coinage, by the 
notable exception of the 50 and 
100 Korun silver crowns com- 
memorating the 70th Birthday of 
Josef Stalin in 1949 ( Y 45, 46). 

The 6th Centennial of the Uni- 
versity of Prague was commem- 
orated by the 100 Korun (crown) 
of 1948 (Y 42). The latter insti- 
tution was created under the 
House of Luxembourg. 

The 9th Century apostles of 
the Slavs,: the brothers Cyril and 
Methodius, are brilliantly com- 
memorated on the 20 Korun sil- 
ver crown of 1941 (YS 27). 

Predominant of course are the 
themes of Independence, the liber- 
ation from the Nazis and the Slo- 
vak uprising. 

As surprising as it may seem, 
most of these commemorative 
coins are still available from 
ARTIA, practically at issuance 
price. As far as can be ascertain- 
ed, these coins are not restrikes 
or predated.

wrote: “Information regarding re- 
stikes or pre-dated coins is (in- 
accurate and unfounded). The 
government regulations as per the 


Czechoslovak Coinage Act do not 


permit to restrike or predate any 
coins. The coins are (struck) ac- 
cording to the official announce- 
ment of the Ministry of Finance 
and any deviations from that rule 
would be against the iaw. ‘ihe 
year of mintage marked on the 
coins corresponds to the year in 
which the respective coin is 
(struck) for the needs of flux 
(circulation) of money.” 

The most important point, how- 
ever, relates to the commemora- 
tive silver coinage and elucidates 
all doubt which collectors may 
have, when Mr. Prokop states: 
“As regards to commemorative 
coins, the stamping tools (dies) 
are destroyed in the presence of 
the official committee immediate- 
ly after the mintage has been 
finished.” The latter statements

The statistical tabulation of 
coins available from ARTIA shows 
that in effect some 90 percent of 
all Czechoslovakia coinage issued 
can still be acquired directly at 
the origin by the exception. of 
gold ducats. In fact the complete 
collection is sold for approximate- 
ly $55 including freight and. in- 
surance according to recent bul- 
letins. The Yeoman equivalent 
catalog numbers refer to the 6th 
edition of Whitman’s Catalog of 
Modern World Coins.

The crown is quoted 
at U. S. $0.14 subject to variations 
according to Manufacturers Han- 
over Trust Company’s foreign ex- 
change quotations. 

ARTIA points out in its coinage 
catalogue that all specimens “will 
be delivered in perfect condition, 
yet some of them (coins prior to 
5/31/1953) were in . circulation. 
The author has had an op- 
portunity to examine several ship- 
ments of these coins and has 
found most all silver crowns (in- 
cluding early dates) to be in 
strict uncirculated condition with 
the usual amount of marks gen- 
erally encountered. Some of the 
minor coins in bronze, zine and 
aluminum do indeed show traces 


of circulation for dates prior to

13. The bubble of wild specula- 
tion in ordinary coins at ever- 
increasing prices is expected to 
break, with large losses to specu- 
lators. 

14, The Treasury’s stock of sil- 
ver is fast declining. At present 
rates of use for coinage and re- 
demption of U. S. silver cer- 
tificates, the supply estimatedly 
will last only three or four years. 

15. Because of the short sup- 
ply of silver, the Treasury has 
had under study and tested vari- 


ous coin alloys as possible sub- | 


stitutes for all or part of the 
silver content of coins. 

16. The Treasury is obliged to 
report to Congress its recom- 
mendations in regard to coin 
alloy in April, 1965. The prob- 
lem of whether or not the silver 
content of coins will be reduced 
has been resolved. How much 
silver should be removed, and 
what alloys or metals should be 
used will be disclosed in the 
Treasury’s report and recom- 
mendations. 

17. Among the numerous private 
interests likely to be affected 
economically or otherwise by 
change in coin content are the 
silver producers, silver users, 
vending machine operators, banks, 
retail merchants, transit authori- 
ties, and telephone companies. 

18. Although the Treasury has 
been faced with a diminishing 
stock of silver for some time, it 
has made no efforts to curtail 
drains on the supply. 

19. The Treasury regards. per- 
scns who redeem silver certifi- 
one as absolutely entitled to Te- 





— whether for use, export, hoard- 
ing, or speculation — is not 
known; nor are destinations or 
ownership required to be -dis- 
closed. 

21. In 1964, the United States, 
for the first time, became a net 
exporter of silver. Exports tripled 
these of 1963. and were 114 times 
our domestic production. There 
are no export controls on silver, 
except on shipments to Commu- 
nist-bloc countries. 

22. Sizeable but unmeasurable 
quantities are withdrawn for 
speculation on silver futures. 

23. Since 1959 industrial con. 
sumption of silver has increased 
about 10 per cent, coinage con- 
sumption 500 per cent, and ex- 
ports 1,000 per cent. 

It is unquestionable, Chairman 
Fascel!l has touched on the heart 
of the problem when his Sub- 
committee report concludes: 
“(The) Treasury’s attitude that 
(silver) redemptions must go for- 
ward unchecked, seems unrealis- 
tic.

riiS week saw a new high for 
Lincoln cents and continued 
upward action by Franklin half 
dollars. Proof sets reversed their 


downward trend and scored a 


number of small gains. 

More of the Lincoins declined 
than advanced but several rolls, 
led by the 1942-S with a gain of 
five dollars, more than offset the 
small losses by the rest of the 
series. The small dates were mix- 
ed with the P losing seven dol- 
lars while the D, experiencing un- 
usual demand, gained seventy five 
cents. Es 

Franklin half dollars seemed to 
have much more than their share 
of the market’s buying interest 
and the dates from 1952 through 
1957 scored a wave of gains. 
‘Heavy bidding for the 1950-P, 
1952-S, 1953-P and the 1953-S 
-eaused all four rolls to rise five 
dollars or more. Advances out- 


numbered declines sixteen to one 


in the series with the only loss 
being two dollars by the 1951-D. 

Proof sets, after last week’s 
apparent disinterest, came back 
strong with a number of fair 
gains in the early fifties. An ab- 
normal amount of buying also 
seems to be taking place in the 
_ 1964 sets with a resultant rise in 

_ price. In fact, the bidding for the

“darkies” which the unsuspecting 
purchaser can buy cheaply are not 


worth the outlay. 


Dimes continued their losing 
ways but the downward trend was 


much less noticeable than last 
week. Price movement was very 
slight but there is still a strong 
selling trend that has not showed 
sign of letup. 


In the Canadian market, the 
older proof like sets continue to 
go up while the newer sets come 
tumbling. down. This week, all 
sets from 1961 to date lost three 
to five percent each while the 
1956 and 1957 sets reached new 
highs. The 1965 sets are coming 
out in large numbers and the 
price continues to drop toward the 
issuance value of four dollars. 
Many speculators who bought 
heavily in these sets are dumping 
as fast as they receive delivery 
and the sets will not be able to 
go up in price until this first 
wave is assimilated by the mar- 
ket.

front as scattered issues rose 
slightly in value.

The Market Opinion 

We received a letter the other 
day concerning the advisability cf 
putting quotes on roll sets of cir- 
culated Franklin halves in the 
market pages. The writer felt that 
this series is certainly worthy of 
as much coverage as nickels or 
dimes. 

A little research showed that 
the roll set sells for between $640 
and $660 in average circulated 
and has a face value of $370. But 
one factor is present in this set 
which makes carrying it rather 
unnecessary. That factor is the 
extremely small number of key 
rolls in the series. As a matter 
of fact, if you take out only six 
rolls, everything else is selling for 
within ten percent of face. If, 
therefore, you keep up with the 
price of the six key rolls, you can 
quote the roll set price with ease. 

We have this same situation 
with the Roosevelt dime circulated 
roll set. And as a result, we could 
very well strike that set’s cover- 
age without much loss to our 
readers. 

We note with interest the drop 
in the price of gold double eagles 
in the last two weeks. They are 
now back to where they were two 
months ago, after gaining then
